Pittsburg, July 27.— Yestrrday aft. r- 
noon RufuB O. Crawford, owner of the 
Bnnolft mines, vrtnt into conrt and te- 
oared a preliminirj injunction restrain- 
ing the minen' offidala and striken 
from interfering with the employps or 
cdiipregating abont the mines. TJie 
li< ariiig was set for Saturday. Pre.si- 
dent Dolan said the miners' officials 
would not attempt to fight the injunc- 
tion. Thejr ure not hunting trouble, he 
said, and woold not deliberately violate 
the law. 

Miners' Officials Dolan and Warner 
have assnred the sheriff that the strik- 
'.rrs had no intention of inarching on the 
Amines of the New York and Cleveland 
( ias Conl company. President Dolan 
Raid it was not Intended to lof^e the 
f.vnipathy of the pnblic by any ill- 
iidvised display of force. "At the 
nuetiMR on Thursday," said he, "we 
want no crowd from other jj'iiuta. We 
want only our speakers and Dearinif s 
ir.t n there, and it is niy opinien tliat 
thiP plan will be Hnecessful. If we f^et 
a ^'oort meetinK, I think we can show to 
the public and the otl;er miner!' that 
Dearniit'.'? men still have manhood 
enough left in thtMn to come under our 
(Standard and join the .strike. We have 
told the fiherilt' that (nir intention.^ ;ire 
]u'aoeal)le and he believes ns. We, 
thi-r 'fore, will not he interfered witli 
by him or his deputies. '

DEBS IN WH EELING. 

Be Thinks tha VMrm«m» Xlaart Will Tet 
Join the Striker*. 

^ Wheeling, July 27,— Eugene V. Debs 
^ade his appearance in Wheeling yes- 
terday afternoon and was met by a 
large crowd at the railroad station. 
Last night he addressed a massmeeting 
in the central part of the city. The 
eflforts to secure the public building 
square for the meeting failed and the 
meeting took place a sijuare away. 

In speaking of the situation in the 
Fairmont coal fields. Debs raid he fe.t 
encouraged. A number of men .joined 
the strikers thi re on Sunday and others 
are expected to follow. He pays the 
eflforts of the organi/ers would have 
been more successful but for the fact 
that the operators, as he claims, pre- 
vented their men from attending thj 
meetings. Practical slavery, he says, 
exists in the Fairmont mining region. 

"Althongh the press may report the 
miners as living under favorable condi- 
tions in the Fairmont region," said 
Debs, "I have collected data from farm- 
ers, miners and storekeepers, which 
Khows that the mining companies cheat 
their employes in tne mines, at the 
scales and in the company store. The 
intimidation practiced by the ojierators 
has preTentea many from Joining the 
strike, but we are hopeful of Qltimate 
success in West Virginia." 

QUIET AT ^CANONSBURG. 

Striker*- Making but Little Effort to Get 

the Men <Mit. 

CANOXSBUR3, Pa., July 27.— Every- 
vthiug is quiet at the mine of Cook & 
fSons. The mine was mnning yester- 
day, bat rtry little coal was brotigbt 

out. The strikers made hut little effort 
to induce the men to remain out. The 
strikers can not safely trespass on the 
company's property and the miners 
who are working keep so dose to the 
mine that the strikers can not reach 
them. 

Aboat 900 strikers from Millers' Run 
urived at the camp at McGovern yes- 
terday afternoon by way of Plumm 
Rua and Honstonvilie. About 40 more 
tame tl^ough here in the evening from 
Bishop, They brought a large quanti- 
ty of provisions to the camp. 

A wagon loaded with provisions from 
Finleyville passed through here yester- 
(^ay en route to the camp. About 100 
strikers retnmad home yesterday aveu- 
ing. 

A number of sniall girls w hose fathers 
I are encamped at McGovcru made a can- 
vass of the town to secure supplies yes- 
terday. They secured quite a large 
qnantitj- of food.

NEW TARIFF REGULATIONS. 

They Went Into Effect at Midnight, Fri-

WASHiiroTOM. Jnly 87.— The treasury 
department has sent a circular telegram 

to all principal offici rs of customs di- 
recting them to apply the rates of the 
new tariff bill to all customs hoidnws at 
midnight, July 28. 

The opinion of the attorney general 
has not been requested on the matter, 
the department holding that the ques- 
tion is of fiutlicient importance to jus- 
tify them in taking it to the courts for 
final determination, independent of 
what the views of the law officers of 
the government might be at to til* mer- 
its of the case.

Cleveland, Jnly 2?.— John Hoge, a 
millionaire Zanesville manufacturer 
and politician, is in the city, going over 
the private papers of the late (ieneral 
D. W. Caldwell, president of the Lake 
Shore road, who died last waak after a 
short illness, and was buried in Zanes- 
ville Saturday. It is understood that 
the Caldwell estate will invoice not less 
than 18,000,000, and that a conservative 
appraisement will maintain these fig- 
ures.

A YOUW O i.ADY'8 DEATH.

EosroN. .July 27. — It yeenis ns if every 
hour brings forth new devf lofmieuts 
concerning the d.athof .-Mice Barrett 
of Waltham last Saturday afternoon. 
She was found dead in the o.fico of 
Cod man & Oodman in which she has 
b?en employed as a bookkeeper. Tlie 
building had been struck and set on fire 
by li;.:hin:ug and it was a first supi)o>ed 
that the bolt had killed her. but after- 
ward it was discovered that she had 
been shot tlirough the heart. A revolv- 
er was found ou the floor. 

Her family are almost positive that 
tho girl was mnrd:^ri>d. It was ascer- 
tained yesterday rl at the cash book of 
the firm, which Miss Barrett had kept 
for two years and in whicli she h id en 
tered all the caOi transactions, had been 
buriuMl. The p.ilice. who hav.i been 
hard at work on the caao since it as- 
sumed such a serious phase, are almost 
satisfied that JVIiss Barrett burned the 
book before h"r death. 

With the disappearance of this liook 
the firm finds itself in a most piK-uliar 
position. William C. Codman admitted 
to the police that it wa4 a surprise to 
him to learn that his conf.d >utial clerk 
and bookkeeper had destroyed the cash 
book. He also admitted that the de- 
struction of the book would hide any 
irregularities that mav have ezistet^ so 
effectually that it would bealmocMm- 
possible to discover them. 

The absence of the cash book was not 
discovered until jfesterday, when the 
safe was opened for the first time since 
one of the firemen hastily closed it at 
the tima of the fire. The safe was 
fonnd open at that time, and to prevent 
its contents from being destm^ed, it 
was promptly shot. 

Mr. Codman came from Nantucket 
yesterday, and search was made for the 
missing book. Among the debris of the 
fire that had been thrown in the back 

?ard was fonnd 20 pages of the book, 
he handwriting on the sheets was that 
of Miss Barrett. Mr. Oodman says that 
it is his personal conviotion that Miss 
Barrett did not commit snidda, tnt was 
mnrdered, perhaps by soma one who 
followed her into the office on Saturday. 
He does not believe that Miss Barrett 
embesslsd a cent of the firm's money. 

COMPTROLUI R OF TH E TRIASURY.

The appointment, it is said at tha 
White House, is entirely one of merit, 
Mr. Tracewell being selected because of 
his fine legal attainments. The position 
has been vacant since the retirement of 
Comptroller Bowler on the let inst. 

Mr. Tracewell is a native of Virginia, 
bnt in early life moved with his parents 
to Indiana, where he has since resided. 
He was a representative in the Fifty- 
fourth congress from the Third district 
of his state, and is ifi years of age.

He man- 
aged to free himself and running to his 
house seized a shotgun and fired from 
the door into the crowd which had pur- 
sued him. Antony Narcovich and Mi- 
chael Solinsky fell seriously wounded. 
Policemen then forced their way into 
the house and captured the murderer.

Havava, Jnly 27.— According to an 
official statement. Major Juan Calan- 
gas, an important insurgent rhlof, with 
1!) cavalrymen, well armed and supplied 
with munitions of war, surrendered to 
the authorities yesterday at Los Palos, 
in the Havana province. 

Official reports from several prov- 
inces state that 41 insurgents were 
killed in engagements with the Spanish 
troops yesterday, and that 98 insnr- 
gents, ;i4 of whom were armed, havo 
given themselves up. 

JAPAN'S REPLY. 



.She C'lilitliiiicrt Iu <)]i!i<i4e the .\uiu'\atli>n 
of HawnU. 

New York, Jnly 27.— The Herald 
prints the full text of Japan's reply to 
Secretary Sherman's note on the Ha* 
waiian question. 

The reply indicates that Japan will 
continue to oppose the Hawaiian annex- 
ation treaty. 

While couched i.'i polite and diplo- 
matic language, the protest is sufficient- 
ly firm in tone to show that Japan will 
continue to wage a diplomatic war and 
possibly go farther to prevent the con- 
summation of the annexation policy. It 
is impossible for Japan to "view with 
unconcern and in a spirit of acquiesc- 
ence the consequences which would 
probably follow tne extinction of Hawa- 
iian sovereignty," the imperial govern- 
ment declares. 

This may not mean that Japan will 
resist annexation "to the utmost," as 
Count Okouma is credited with saying 
in a recent interview, but the general 
tone of the note is of a character 'o in- 
dicate that annexation without the 
"acquiescence" of Japan will mean a 
rupture in the relations between the 
two conutries. 

It has already been stated that it is 
the pnrpose of the administration to 
ignore the protest. Its receipt has been 
acknowledged, but the state depart- 
ment has concluded not to further 
argue the question, and President Mc- 
Kinley will continue to urge the ratifi- 
cation (^f the treaty, just as if the pro- 
test had never been made. 

ON T HE WAR PATH.

— A movement 
is on foot among the insvranoe snpwin- 
tenden^ of the western states to join 
hands in a wholesale investigation of 
the financial condition of the varioiM 
eastern flra sad Ufa insoranoe compa- 
nies. 

It is said that already things hava 
progressed to such a point that an in- 
vestigation is assured. Superintendent 
McNall of the Kansas insurance de- 
partment, whose fight on eastern insur- 
ance companies has brought him into 
prominence, is one of the prime movers 
and it was through him that the infor- 
mation became pnblic. 

The object is two-fold. One is for 
the protection of western policy holders 
and the other is to try and find some ir- 
regularity in the management of tha 
big eastern concerns.

ANOTHER ASYLUM SCANDAL. 



The Kayette (iriiml buy lloasft Saperin- 
trndent Scott Fur His " .Sense- 
leea Paniaoay." 

The Fayette County grand jury did not 
indtet Dr. Scott, Superintendent of the 
Kastern Kentucky Lunatic Asylum at 
Lexington, but tiled a report declaring 
that only his ignorance and glaring in- 
capacity saved him from indictment for 
malfeaaance in office. The grand jury 
declared that the inmates of the institu- 
tion, on account of Dr. Scott's "aenseiess 
parsimony," did not get food enough. 

Following ia the report : 

"It is clearly shown to us that the 
sweeping reductions in tbe anlount of 
foo 1 given the inmates was the result of 
no intelligent action or imderstanding on 
the part of the Superintendent, Dr. 
Scott, whose helplessly pronounced in- 
capacity as the head of such an institution 
was only emphasized by his voluntary 
appearance before the grand jury, and we 
could state that his evident ignorance of 
the affairs and methods at nnd about the 
asylum, coupled with the glaring incapa- 
city above spoken of, alone save him from 
a true bill for malfeaHimce in ofTice. His 
senseless parsimony in the matter of issu- 
ance of fbod to tbe patients we do not 
find to be prompted by any intelligent, 
economic method, nor resulting in any 
personal profit or gain to himself. 

"While factional jealousness may have 
inspired complaints against the Superin- 
tendent, such jealousies, if they e^^ist, 
have not spurred the witnesses beyond 
the evident truth of the situation. We 
find that the helpless inmates of this in- 
stitution do not get food enough, nor are 
they given the variety in food which they 
should have; and, independent of the 
fact that no man, seeking at best an 
economic record, who is callous enough 
to starve or at best stint Uie hel|)le98 in- 
sane, should hold such a position ; we 
tbinlc that his gross incapacity should 
move the Governor to his immediate dis- 
missal. 

"Dr. Scott can not properly conduct 
this institution, and we hold it disgrace- 
ful to the State, dangerous to the health, 
and a guarantee of the sufTerings of the 
inmates for this person to be continued 
in the Superintendency of this asylum. 

"We would respectful recjnest that this 
Honorable Court cause its clerk to for- 
ward to the Governor of the State a copy 
of thia report. Itespectfully submitted, 
" Wm. I1E.NBV Warrbn, Foreman." 

The friends of Dr. Scott claim that he 
is being i>ersecutcd by the Frankfort 
gang with a view of throwing him out of 
his office, and are loud in their denuncia- 
tions of the alleged methods to oust him. 
Some of them go so far as to state their 
belief that interested persons bavecarried 
the prenot investigations to the grand 
jury. 

It is rumored that there is an open 
breach between the families of Dr. Scott 
and Gov. Bradley. The grand jury had 
posseesion of the result of Inspector Les- 
ter's report of the asylum made last win- 
ter, and how that body got possession of 
tbe report is causing comment, as no one 
but Gov. Bradley is said to have access to 
it. *

A theory 
is given that the appendix was at one 
time a tail on man, and is not yet evolved 
ofi. It is cut away by the surgeon."

As its value 
becomes better recognised, its mannfao- 
ture on a larger scale will be prosecuted 
and it is destined to speedily find a place 
among the important chemical and in- 
dustrial developments of the country, 
The effect of the new discovery upon 
Western agriculture cannot fail to be of 
great benefit, and it is exciting consider- 
able intereet among the farmera of the 
great corn belt of the United States.
